W a s h in g to n , May 3 —Some of 
the 
oewspajicr* ibis morning gave alleged 
points in lim forthcoming President's mt a- 
sage vctciog tne immediate deficiency bill 
before he bad received the bill from Cob- 
gross or written the veto message. To-day 
he received the bill from the Douse and 
immediately prepared Jus veto wtssage, 
writing it limned, in naif au bour, on two 
sheets oi 
paper. 
Toe message is very 
brief, no more language being used than 
necessary to couvey his general Idea of 
disapproval. 


De does not argue the merits of the bill, 
but bases his veto upon the simple fact 
that the clause in relation to the appoint­ 
ment of deputy marshals by judges oi Fed* 
end courts is u it germane to the bill;, that 
it is, tact, the affixing of legislation to ap­ 
propriation bills. 
To this the President 
objects, aud states his objections pointedly. 
De slates his disapproval of toe whole 
practice which has grown up of affixing 
riders to appropriation bills whicu are 
meant to coaugc existing statutes. The 
President thinks that the clause referred 
to is au 
independent proposition, aud 
should stand upon Its merits, it staud it 
can, without bung tacked outo an appro­ 
priation bill. 
Tne practice of attaching 
laws changing existing statutes to aa a p ­ 
propriation bill he thinks an unmixed 
evil,and should be stopped now and at 
once. 
De expressed his views on this 
subject Very pointedly, but briefly. 
De 
thinks the habit a vicious one. and the 
fact 
that 
both 
parties 
have 
done 
It 
does 
not 
make 
the 
matter any better. He makes no point 
against the appointment of deputy mar 
shuls from the two parties equally. In 
conversation he is understood to favor this 
proposition. But confidiog their appoint­ 
ment to judges he thinks an obscure and 
dangerous piece of legislation, and it is 
doubtful if he will approve it as inde­ 
pendent proposition, in which shape it 
will probably come back to him from Con­ 
gree.

Monday,

Egyptian pilgrims formally m ired the 
city of Carlo upon their return from > itc- 
ca. 
The caravan, consisting of about 
1.6U0 Hadis, proceeded lo the mosque at 
the 
citadel, where 
they deposited the 
sacred carpet ’‘Manmel,” which during the 
past year rested upon the prophet's tomb. 
This carpet, brougnt back by the present 
caravan, has been replaced at M ete & by 
the new one Carried thither by this cara­ 
van, which left Carlo last fall. 
The cere­ 
mony of placing the carpet, in its fl^al 
resting place at me citadel took place in 
the presence of the khedive, the shtik-ul- 
islam, life sheik-el-Ik kl J, the multi and nil 
the high functionaries. 
The ceremony o! 
the *\Dosseh’' winds up the festivities for 
the return of the pilgrims. 
Tne principal 
feature of tins religious ceremony consti­ 
tutes one OI the rare public manifestation*

Some thirty 
or lorty 
pilgrims,

religious 
feelings have been wrought up to a climax 
by continued festivities of a week's dura 
lion, and by means ol “hasheesh," lie upon 
the ground with their faces downward. 
They lie close together, and are so placed 
as to form tx sort of “corduroy" road. 
A 
sheik mounted upon an Arab stallion of 
the purest breed then rides over their 
prostrate bodies. 
It was only after repeat 
ed efforts that the horse could be made to 
tread upon 
these human 
form?. 
The 
united eflorts of five men were u quircd to 
overcome 
tho 
noble 
animal's 
aver­ 
sion 
to 
this 
terrible task. 
When 
the horse felt 
his 
feet 
cuttin. 
deeply into the ll-sh of tne half-naked 
fanatics beneath him, he trembled, then, 
becoming frightened or maddened at me 
At the scene of Ticklers frenzy about him, 
the animal commenced lounging. 
The 
killed aud wounded were quickly and 
silently removed from sight, aud the horse 
With his rider having reached the end of 
this terrible lane, seemed greatly relieved 
to stand at last upon firm ground. 
His 
pure white lect were, however, deeply 
stained with the blood and gore of his 
victim s/ 
The fanatics submit themselves to this 
ordeal with the belief that Allah will pre­ 
vent them from receiving any harm from 
the horse bearing the holy sheik: I have 
witnessed this {annual centu r y several 
times ; but on this occasion I was lucky
